What is claimed is: 

1. A method for treating or preventing cancer in an aninafal, said method 
comprising administering to the animal a therapeutically or prophylactica^y effective amoimt 

5 of an anti-C3b(i) antibody. 

2. A method for treating or preventing cancer in/an animal, said method 
comprising administering to the animal a therapeutically or projjnylactically effective amount 
a nucleic acid sequence encoding an anti-C3b(i) antibody. 
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3. The method of Claim 1 or 2 in w^ich the anti-C3b(i) antibody is 
immunospecific specific for C3b(i) covalently linked tc/igM or IgG antibody on cancer cells. 



4. The method of Claim 1 or 2 /in which the anti-C3b(i) antibody is 
15 immunospecific for C3b(i) covalentlv linked toi5roteins or lipids on cancer.cells.
